for a childbirth. The good 
doctor who brought four of 
our children into the world 
deftly got around that by 
becoming a specialist, ac¬ 
cepting none but obstetrics 
cases and including several 
weeks of pre-birth and af¬ 
ter-birth checkups, which 
was all right ... It was 
he who told me, half jok¬ 
ingly, that there had been 
such a law and that was 
how it was made obsolete. 
If that is true, it is interest¬ 
ing to reflect that there once 
was a ceiling on at least one 
medical fee, and apparently 
no one thought of calling it 
Socialism. Since then quite 
a number of health-insur¬ 
ance companies have tried 
to put ceilings on opera¬ 
tions, allowing only so 
much for this or that oper¬ 
ation, and as they are all 
big business organizations I 
doubt that they would like 
to have those efforts classed 
as Socialistic. And the fact 
that some doctors accept 
those fees as adequate indi¬ 
cates that there is some jus¬ 
tice in them. 

One doesn’t like to think 
of his doctor as a member of 
a labor union, but when his 
organization calls a strike 
and he gives it such loyal 
support that a child dies for 
lack of medical care it’s 
mighty like a closed shop, 
and seems a long way short 
of living up to the Hippo¬ 
cratic oath.

Burns Wants 
Cross-filing 
Vote Return

S A C R A M E NTO — An¬ 
nouncement by Senator 
Hugh M. Burns, D-Fresno, 
and the State Senate, presi¬ 
dent pro-tem, that he will 
sponsor a measure to return 
cross-filing to the state’s 
political picture, will spark 
some strong controversy 
among politicians on both 
sides of the fence. 

Senator Burns opposed 
abolition of cross-filing in 
the 1959 legislative session. 
He said such elimination 
was predicated on the belief 
voters don’t know what they 
are doing when they go to 
the polls. 

“I differ from that school 
of thought,” the senator de¬ 
clared. “I think the voters 
do a good job and that they 
do know what they are do¬ 
ing when they go to the 
polls.” 

BURNS, A DEMOCRAT, 

will find a supporter for 
cross-filing in Secretary of 
State Frank M. Jordan, a 
Republican. Jordan says he 
has had more complaint 
from county clerks through¬ 
out the state since cross- 
filing was eliminated than 
he ever has had before. 

“People write in all kinds 
of names,” Jordan says, 
“and everyone of them 
have to be tabulated, even 
‘Mickey Mouse.’ This has in¬ 
creased tremendously since 
cross filing was abolished', 
for when people can’t vote 
for whom they chose, even 
though the candidate may 
be out of their party, they 
write in anything that hap¬ 
pens to come to mind.” 

It is not surprising that a 
move to return cross-filing 
should come from a Demo¬ 
crat. It was cross-filing that 
kept the Republicans in 
power in the Legislature for 
many years. Now that the 
Democrats are in the saddle, 
they may want to use the 
same process to remain. 

HOWEVER, there is no 
doubt that Senator Burns is 
motivated by much higher 
ideals in his proposal than 
more continuance of one 
party in power. Burns feels 
that people should be able 
to vote for whom they 
choose, regardless of party. 

In his own district in 
Fresno, Burns won not only 
the nomination for the Sen¬ 
ate by popular acclaim, but 
also the Republican nomin¬ 
ation by write-in vote. Con¬ 
sequently, he is sure to be 
around in January to intro¬ 
duce his measure. 

No doubt the Senate’s 
president pro-tem will find 
a lot of Republican support 
for his proposal, which 
should it pass, would have 
the effect of returning the 
Senate and A.ssembly to 
rule by individual instead 
of by party.

Steady Increase 

While industry in Sierra 
Madre and neighboring 
areas increases slowly but 
surely, the exodus of manu¬ 
facturing firms from Pasa¬ 
dena continues, according 
to the Pasadena Cnamber 
of Commerce’s bi-annual in¬ 
dustrial survey. 

Employing 1,711 persons, 
77 manufacturing com¬ 
panies, have moved from 
Pasadena in the past two 
years. The report also re¬ 
veals that 49 new manu¬ 
facturing firms have moved 
into the city, creating 1,084 
jobs. 

There is a net loss of 28 
firms, with a reflected loss 
of 627 jobs, according to 
John McCarthy, Chamber 
manager. 

ACCORDING to the latter, 
several of the companies 
moving were substantially 
large and in this figures 
loss of sales tax revenue. 
One of the firms reporting 
an increase in its labor force 
is about to remove from 
Pasadena. 

The total picture shows 
that since 1952 firms remov¬ 
ing from Pasadena total 252, 
McCarthy reports. 

Meanwhile, Sierra Madre 
continues its steady in¬ 
crease in employment. Some 
time during the year more 
than 200 additional skilled 
workers will be added to 
the Sierra Engineering 
plant where an extensive 
program of additions has 
been under way for more 
than a year.

Red Cross has issued an 
urgent appeal for donors 
witli Type-O blood. 

Following an “unprece¬ 
dented run” on the organ¬ 
ization’s blood supply by 
hemorrhaging Type - O pa¬ 
tients, Red Cross has been 
asked to provide blood for 
a record 72 heart patients 
scheduled for surgery before 
the end of the month. 

Declaring that more than 
two-thirds of these heart 
cases are children, Mrs. Rich¬ 
ard Barden, Red Cross chair¬ 
man of the blood program In 
Sierra Madre, said that “of 
the 20 cases scheduled for 
surgery this week, 14 range 
in age from 3 to 17 years.” 

“This is the highest heart 
surgery month we’ve had 
since the heart-lung machine 
and open-heart technique 
were developed here six 
years ago,” Mrs. Barden 
stated. 

Individuals with Type-O 
blood are asked to call the 
Pasadena Chapter of Red 
Cross, of which Sierra Madre 
is a branch, day or night 
at SY. 6-9141. 

"Although the overwhelm¬ 
ing demand is for Type-O, the 
need for all other types goes 
on as before,” the Red Cross 
volunteer said.

Scenes in 
Business 

By Reynolds Knight 

NEW YORK — Leasing 
has reached the big time as 
a billion-dollar-a-year in¬ 
dustry. In the past 20 years, 
automobile leasing alone 
has increased its share of 
the business automobile 
market from 1 per cent to 
25 per cent, and it is still 
growing. 

Severai fact or s have 
caused the boom. Biggest 
by far has been the needs 
of incDustry in the past de¬ 
cade for additional working 
capital. By using leased' 
fleets many firms have eli¬ 
minated costly company- 
owned fleets and freed 
large sums of capital for 
other purposes. 

Leasing by companies 
who find It more economical 
to use, rather than own, 
equipment has been a key 
to the industry’s growth. 
And the individual rent-a- 
car market, another form of 
leasing, has become a con¬ 
venient factor used more 
and more toy salesmen, 
traveling businessmen and 
tourists. 

PRESENTLY increasing at 
an estimated $200 million a 
year rate, leasing has not 
been without its problems. 
Competiion is fierce, and is 
causing profits to toe forced 
down. 

And the lessors face 
something of a gamble, 
since in setting up rental 
payments for vehicles and 
equipment they must esti¬ 
mate the state of the used 
car market several years in 
advance. If the used market 
is depressed at resale time, 
the lessors, in many cases, 
must take a loss. Also, truck 
leasing has been slow in de- i 
veloping. 

Even so, most industry 
spokesmen expect the in¬ 
dustry to continue to flou¬ 
rish. They estimate that by 
1970 from one-third to one- 
half of the automobiles 
used by business will be un¬ 
der leasing plans.

Motor vehicle license fees 
amounting to $29,957,092 
were apportioned among 
cities and counties through¬ 
out the State during the 
closing days of the 1961-62 
fiscal year. State Cjttitroller 
Alan Cranston reported to¬ 
day. 

Cranston explained that it 
was the third apportion¬ 
ment of the year and 
brought to $123,578,653 the 
total amount distributed 
among cities and counties 
from this source during the 
year. The total apportion¬ 
ment for the 1960-61 fiscal 
year was $119,003,304. 

The money is allocated on 
a population basis, half the 
total going to the cities and 
half to the counties . 

The population of all 
cities, as estimated by the 
Department of Finance, was 
11,964,738, an increase of 
524,861 from the previous 
year. 

Sierra Madre population 
was listed at 10,250 and the 
June apportionment from 
this fund) was $49,555.92. 

Building Figures 

Lagging figures during 
May and June have cut into 
the building figures for the 
first six months of 1962 in 
Sierra Madre, though the 
overall still is larger than In 
the corresponding figure for 
1961, according to Boyd 
Smith and Rosalie Moore of 
Building and License Office. 

Total for the first six 
months of 1962 is $1,397,032, 
compared to $1,355,526 for 
the corresponding months in 
1961. This is a gain of 
$42,506. 

June’s total of $104,845 
compared to $391,300 for 
June, 1961, a decrease of 
$286,455.

Dear Editor: 

The purpose of zoning is 
to set apart various sections 
of the city for designated 
uses, applying different reg¬ 
ulations to each. A zoning 
system creates, protects and 
accentuates the individuality 
of each district. Zoning also 
gives stability to land val¬ 
ues by preventing the intru¬ 
sion of one type building 
into the territory of others. 
Zoning aims are to secure a 
measure of orderliness in a 
city, thus preventing a 
‘‘hodge-podge’’' area. 

‘The "Don Jackson Com¬ 
mittee Report” has request¬ 
ed that Sierra Madre Blvd., 
from IJma St. to Park Ave., 
be reclassified from a well- 
developed R-P zone to C-1 
zone. TTiere are no compell¬ 
ing reasons for any zoning 
amendment which are sub¬ 
stantially related to the pub¬ 
lic welfare and necessity. 
Sierrra Madre created a 
MASTTIR PLAN in 1955, at 
the cost of approximately 
^,000, and if the plan is not 


adhered to, prospective pur¬ 
chasers of property will 
have a strong basis for 
doubting the stability of the 
Municipal Government. Al¬ 
lowing a change would be 
a flagrant example of “SPOT 
ZONING,” because it would 
create an isolated district 
zone. ‘This connotes "SPE¬ 
CIAL PRIVILEGES” and the 
benefits are so lopsidedly in 
favor of a small number of 
people. 

‘This proposal fails to pro¬ 
vide the customary “BUF¬ 
FER ZONE” between a C-1 
and R-1 district and, need¬ 
less to say, would be detri¬ 
mental to the value of sur¬ 
rounding property. The "Don 
Jackson Report” states the 
city needs more tax dollars. 
A plan such as this would 
not increase sales of mer¬ 
chants. At the time of this 
merely divide the existing 
sales among more mer¬ 
chants. At the time o fthls 
writing twenty-five (25) lo¬ 
cal merchants have signed 
a petition against the new 
zone and many landowners 
of this affected area have 
signed a petition in protest, 
because they all feel this 
change is not for the wel¬ 
fare oi our town. 

It is possible to find ade¬ 
quate sites in districts per¬ 
mitting such use. It is sur¬ 
prising to see on the MAS¬ 
TER PLAN map much C-1 
property that is not being 
utilized.^ There are empty 
stores downtown and the ex¬ 
tension of Suffolk Ave. will 
help in solving some of the 
parking problems of the 
downtown area. 

‘The proposed addition to 
the business area follows the 
"STRIP” concept. This is a 
somewhat outmoded ap¬ 
proach to downtown busi¬ 
ness expansion whether large 
city or the suburb. “STRIP” 
method causes the existing 
retailers to suffer and they 


fall into a category of the 
less desirable. Modern city 
planning is being directed 
toward the block concept, 
wherein “MALLS” or the 
parkway type of accessibil¬ 
ity is offered. Sierra Madre 
has an ideal area for such 
development as proposed 
potential C-1 in the MASTER 
PLAN in the Windsor Lane 
area adjacent to an exist¬ 
ing city parking lot. Bald¬ 
win Ave. and Sierra Madre 
Blvd. is the HUB of the 
town and not the area near 
Park Ave., or the Li’orary 
zone. 

If the proposed reclassi¬ 
fication is allowed, the 
Planning Commission and 
the City Council would In¬ 
deed show bad faith to those 
homeowners who purchased 
their homes in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre in the belief it is pri¬ 
marily a residential town.
